On a live-weight basis, meat-type 
hogs yield 34 to 37 per cent in the 
four lean cuts—ham, loin, .boston 
butt and picnic. Some of the fat 
types yield 30 percent or less. 


Meat type hogs can be produced 
by selecting gilts and boars that 
have adequate length—a 30 inch 
carcass on a 200 pound hog. They 
should have thick, muscular con- 
formation with just enough fat at 
market weight to give quality and 
flavor to the cuts. They must 
come from sows that farrow and 
raise large litters of pigs. They 
must be fast growing and convert 
feed into pork efficiently. 


Strive for nine or more pigs 
per litter, 100 pounds of live hog 
for 325 pounds of feed and have 
the hogs ready for market at 200 
pounds in five and a half months. 


MANAGE WINTER GRAZING 


Early winter grazing that has 
been grazed for several weeks 
should be watched for overgraz- 
ing.  Wihen oats or wheat are 
| grazed closer than two inches to 
the ground, little more growth 
will be had this winter. 


You can control this overgraz- 
ing two ways: One is to have 
enough acreage so that overgaz- 
ing will not be a problem; the 
other is to manage the area by 
giving the cows a few hours graz- 
ing only each day.

Fire, dagner, climbing steadily 
for six days since last Saturday's 
rain of show, went to four on 
the Mississippi : Forestry Commis- 
sion danger rating scale, thus in- 
dicating conditions, requiring 
great care in the use ofi any fire 
near grass or woodlands. During 
the. past three days the record 
on forest fire occurences in the 
„state stood as follows: 

Tuesday, Dec. 16—34  fires— 
210 acres burned. 

Wednseday, Dec. 17—57 fires— 
588 acres burned. 

- Thursday, Dec. 18—85 fires— 
1,130 acres burned. 

Indications were Friday would 
be worse since winds were high- 
er and fuel er. 

Most of the fires we are fight- 
ing now are caused by careless- 
ness.in burning trash around 
homes, fields, trashdumps, etc., 
so the observance of simple fire 
prevention measures could prevent 
most of these fires and thus 
eliminate this much waste of our 
vital resources. Here in Missis- 
sippi we are making good progress 
in forest fire suppression. The 
overall loss to forest fires in 
1957 was lower than in several 
previous years, but the number 
of fires remains more or less 
constant from year to year. This 
simply means that our people 
mist heed the fire preverstion 
plaints more closely in order to 
reduce this burden on our econ- 
omy.. - 

Our forests supply one-quarter 
of our income and furnish em- 
olovment to half of our indus- 
trial. workers. It is our only re- 
newable resource and we are mak- 
ing good progress in order to re- 
duce this burden on our economy. 

Our forests sapply one-quarter 
of our only renewable resource 
and we are making good progress 
in stocking, but each forest fire 
sets us back a little more in our 
struggle to again put our timber- 
lands in productive state. 

The Mississippi Forestry Com- 
mission suggests the following 
precaution to be observed im pre- 
venting forest fires:
